Do we really need a provincial government? 


MICHAEL PHAIR AND LIKEMINDED 
vic counterparts from across 
Canada are creating a plan to phase 
out provincial governments and 
allow municipalities to deal directly 
with the feds. ans ;

government,” says Phair, Edmonton 
city councillor for Ward 4. 

Phair is on the board of the 
Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities, which last month 
tabled a proposal in Toronto dubbed 
“Civic Federalism.” The idea is for 
cities across the country to form an 
urban alliance that would (ideally) 
speak ina unified voice when it 
comes to justifying their financial 
needs to Ottawa. 

The idea stems from research per- 
formed last summer. The FCM held 
aseries of round tables in ten cities 
across the country, asking groups of 
17 to 34 citizens about the overall 
quality of life in our cities and what 


















on city purchases. They could decide 
that and do it. They could decide if a 
portion of cigarette taxes came to us 
if they chose to.” 

The FCM has already presented 
some of their findings to the Liberals 
as well as the other federal parties. In 
the near future the federation hopes 
to establish a network of civic panels 
to further its national strategy. Phair 
even sees rural areas banding 
together to represent themselves in 
the same way he believes larger 
municipalities could. 

In the long term, the plan doesn’t 
really include a provincial govern- 
ment. Phair and the FCM see the 
current system as overly bloated and 
ineffectual; Civic Federalism, from 
their perspective, is the healthy way 
to launch the country through the 
21st century.

WITH THE WAR ON IRAQ FIZZLING 
into oblivion, Edmonton's two major 
antiwar coalitions are rethinking their 
strategy and planning for the future. 
The University of Alberta Coalition 
Against War and Racism (UCAWAR) 
and the Edmonton Coalition Against 
War and Racism (ECAWAR) were 
the driving force behind the local 
incarnation of the immense global 
peace movement that sprang up in 
opposition to the U.S.-led wars 
against istan and Iraq. 

The university coalition was found- 
ed soon after the events of Sept. 11, 
2001. “It was a response to anti-Arab 
and anti-Muslim racism that was hap- 
pening all over the place in Edmonton. 
as well as the [United] States and 
England,” says Melisa Brittain, a long- 
time member of UCAWAR. Gamal 
Abdel-Shehid, a professor at the 
University of Alberta, held a discus- 
sion on the issues for academics and 
the Arab community ina lecture the- 
atre at the university. After the talk, he 
posted a sign-up sheet for people who 
were interested in forming an activist 
group, and UCAWAR was born. 

In keeping with a focus on educa- 
tion, the university coalition held 
teach-ins, including a teach-in on 
homeland security Bills C-36 and C- 
42, and a teach-in on Post-9/11 
racism. As the war against 
Afghanistan approached, the group 
also became involved in antiwar 
activism and organized the first peace 
rallies in the city. A rally held on the 
first day of the U.S.-led war against 
Afghanistan attracted about 50-60 
people by Brittain’s count, but as the 
group held more antiwar rallies and 
the international focus switched from 
Afghanistan to Iraq, interest in the 
organization grew. “People were call- 
ing us from all over the city and ask- 
ing when we were doing our next 
rally,” says Brittain. “But it was taking 
some of the energy away from the 
work that we were doing at the uni- 
versity.” 

To accommodate the increased 
interest without detracting from 
UCAWAR’s more educational man- 
date, the group held a meeting for 
interested people from across the city 
in December 2002 and formed the 
Edmonton Coalition Against War and 
Racism (ECAWAR). From that point 
on ECAWAR was largely 
for ing Edmonton's antiwar

ly, a human peace chain. But 
ECAWAR got the most attention for 
its record-breaking protests in 
February and March, which drew 
estimated crowds of 12,000 and 15,000 
- 18,000 people respectively. 

Not surprisingly, members of the 
group consider the protests one of 
their biggest successes. “I have to 
think that the global outpouring [of 
opposition] but in particular the 
tremendous Canadian opposition at 
the grass roots had to have had an 
influence on [Prime Minister] 
Chrétien's decision not to involve 
Canada in the war,” says Patti 
Hartnagel, who volunteered as a 
media spokesperson for the group. 
“We woke people up and gave them 
an opportunity to express their out- 
Tage.” 

The diversity of the coalition was an 
important factor in ECAWAR's suc- 
cess. Jim Gumett, another member of 
ECAWAR says, “Inan organizational 
sense that was the value of 
ECAWAR- it provided a place where 
a whole range of concerns from indi- 
viduals to representatives of formal 
organizations could all come 
and share ideas. There wouldn’t have 
probably been the capacity to do near- 
ly the same things if any one of those 
organizations that were around had 
tried to do it alone.” 

“There were people who had never 
been involved in anything like this 
working with people who had been at 
this for decades,” says Patricia 
Hartnagel. “We had Marxists, assort- 
ed anarchists, students, members of 
traditional peace churches, tradespeo- 
ple... you name it, they were there. 
Difficult as it was at times, we man- 
aged to pull off some extraordinary 


events-and all under tremendous 
time constraints.” 

Although such diversity has the 
potential to create divisions, the coal 
tion managed differences by remain 
ing focused on the task at hand, rath 
than the details of the decision-mal 
process. Jim Gurnett notes, “Mayb« 
sometimes people found that a bit 
frustrating, but mostly I think peop) 
were startled at how well that worked 
and how much we were able to ge; 
done.” 

Recently, however, both UCAW 4\ 
and ECAWAR have experienced a 
drop in participation, and the coali 
tions have decided to focus most o/ 
their energy on discussions about th 
future. 

Melisa Brittain attributes the drop i; 
attendance at UCAWAR’s meetings io 
the simple fact that students are bus 
during the summer with jobs and 
traveling. UCAWAR maintains an 
email listserv, and it will remain a too! 
for organizing even if formal meetings 
must be put on hiatus until 
September. The coalition is current) 
working on revising its “Statement of 
Purpose” in order to reflect a focus 
that members feel has broadened in 
scope. Brittain says, “I think our group 
is just trying to sustain a vision of con- 
tinuously keeping involved and keep- 
ing educated and having a bigger pic- 
ture. This isn’t just about the war on 
Iraq-this is about a new kind of impe- 
rialism that’s justified by old colonial 
paradigms, stereotypes, and racism.” 

The Edmonton coalition has made 
an official decision to suspend its main 
weekly meetings, but members say 
that it was a positive strategic move 
According to Jim Gurnett, “If the coali- 
tion has the vision of being a long- 
term core for peace and anti-racism 
activity in Edmonton it will clearly 
have to develop some more structural 
and organizational kinds of systems." 
Discussions about the future of the 
organization are proceeding over the 
group's own email listserv. 

Although the main meetings of the 
coalition have been suspended, 
ECAWAR is by no means on hiatus. 
A subcommittee of the coalition is 
working to build opposition to the 
US. missile defense plan, since the 
Canadian government may make a 
decision on whether or not to join by 
mid-August. 

Whatever reincarnation of the coali: 
tions may emerge in the future, 
they've already made a significant 
contribution to the peace movement.

That's Jason Newsted 
talking, the only bass player to get 
out of Metallica alive (Cliff Burton 
died ina tour bus accident in ‘86 
and, no, we're not counting light- 
weight Ron McGovney, who got the 
boot in ’82). So I do, I say it, expect- 
ing a rebuttal that never comes. Ilay 
it down and it brings me pain again. 

Theirs was one of the greatest 
declines in rock history, worse than 
Zep pelin’s Coda, more depressing 
than the utter de-politicization of U2. 
There “rebel” Metallica stood, 
phasers drawn, threatening to 
directly sue the fans of their impossi- 
bly poor new album, some shitty 
remix thing with a symphony and a 
name akin to Fat Garage Days Re-Re- 
Re-Revisited Inc. For fans of “Trapped 
Under Ice,” “Motorbreath” or “Fade 
to Black” it was long past the end of 
days; the shortest straw had already 
been pulled.

GOLDFINGER’S JOHN FELDMANN 
has been around since June of 1967, 
placing him in the grizzled ranks of 
Nomeansno and Bad Religion in the 
punk rock dad’s, er... gentlemen's 
club. Unlike these bands, however, 
Goldfinger only got its start in 1994, 
cashing in on third-wave ska‘s 15 
minutes of overexposure with the 
1996 single “Here In Your Bedroom.” 
Seven years later the spotlight has 
gone elsewhere in search of a quick 
fix, but Goldfinger is still alive with a 
legacy of bleached haircuts and irri- 
tatingly catchy pop-punk jingles to 
their name. Feldmann talked to SEE 
about aging in the punk rock world, 
his vegan politics, and the status of 
commercial pop punk. 





SEE: There are rumours circulating 
that this is Goldfinger’s last tour, 
any truth to that? 

JF: Yes, it’s our last tour as 
Goldfinger, next time we'll be called 
[bad metal voice] Goldpenis. Actually, 
every tour we've done since 1994 has 
been rumoured to be our last tour. 


SEE: What would make you stop?

AH, TO BE A FISH. FINDING 
NEMO 

makes me want to grow gills and 
live in the ocean; it’s just so god- 
damn gorgeous there. 

That's the thing that hits you 
about Finding Nemo, just the sheer 
vivid awesomeness of the ocean, the 
glorious blues and greens and pinks 
and oranges, the dark sunlight- 
shafted deeps, the rolling rush of 
currents, and always fish, fish, fish, 
zooming by, a whole film set in the 
world of “Under the Sea” from The 
Little Mermaid. 

Pixar are gods among animators, 
and they prove it here, seamlessly 
blending an almost photo-realistic 
underwater world with fish whose 
faces pop and squirm and zing with 
cartoon expression. But not only 
that, the movie really captures the 
fishness, the way they sit there float- 
ing, and then dart away and stop. 
Fish just are, they just go, and that’s 
Finding Nemo: quick, light, fast on its 
fins.

One day 
Nemo is caught by a scuba diver 
and put in a dentist's aquarium, 
Marlin has to set out into the big 
bad sea to find his son, conquering 
his fear and learning to trust himself 
along the way. 

That's the reason we care. The 
reason we have a good time is 
because the ocean is jam packed 
with sharks and whales and crabs 
and a million things who jabber and 
riff and throw out comedy material 
at the flickering speed of the sea. We 
meet sharks, but theyre repentant 
sharks who are trying to conquer 
their addiction to fish, so there's a 
flurry of riffs on AA meetings. We 
run across a flood of surfer-dude sea 
turtles, and they actually have 
funny lines. We encounter with 
Nemo the other fish trapped in the 
aquarium, and they all ine their 
own unique stir-craziness. 
Everywhere you look there’s some- 
thing popping; there’s just loads to 
see and enjoy. 

Finding Nemo is also a seafood 
platter of cool voice work. Albert 
Brooks owns the centre of the film 
with his urgency and earnestness. 
Even better is Ellen DeGeneres as 
Dory, the kind-hearted fish with 
short-term memory loss who

accompanies Marlin on his quest 
She's just so darn nice, and silly, a,j 
she’s got the best timing of any a 
comic character this year. And thay’, 
not even to mention the whole raj; 
of people like Willem Defoe as (i 
the scarred ae of the fish 
trapped in the aquarium, alongsic, 
some great Newsradio alumni, 
Vicki Lewis and Stephen Root, who 
voice a couple of the other fish in the 
tank. 

Despite being completely com- 
puter-generated, the whole movie 
alive with flavour and character ang 
life. Finding Nemo offers that rare 
pleasure of a movie done right 
where the visuals and the dialogue 
and the story all make sense, al! 
doing what they're supposed to be 
doing. It’s almost weird to see a 
movie loaded with so much, so 
many lightning-fast bits, gags, one. 
liners, material and jokes, and to see 
all that stuff not thrown in instead of 
a story, but as part of a story. It real- 
ly makes a difference. Sure, Finding 
Nemo has a couple of fart jokes, but 
since they don’t represent the apex 
of the filmmaker’s ambitions, when 
they do pop along in the flood of 
things that are always zooming by 
in the fish world, they’re actually 
funny instead of belaboured and 
desperate. 

My only complaint is that none of 
the action scenes quite achieve th: 
imaginative heights of the Door 
Chase at the end of Monsters Inc 
but that’s a pretty puny nit. Finding 
Nemo rules; it should be seen

Rare Palestinian feature funny but fractured

SIGHT UNSEEN, ELLA SULEIMAN’S 
Divine Intervention is a remarkable 
film. Two years in the making, it 
may be the first film to present the 
cinematic world with the Palestinian 
version of everyday life. His shoot- 
ing plans hampered at every step by 
Israeli authorities, Suleiman filmed 
portions of the film surreptitiously 
and staged the film’s more ex plo- 
sive moments at an army facility in 
France. The film claimed a Cannes 
Jury Prize and screened to acclaim 
at various film festivals, but wasn’t 
even considered for a best foreign 
film Oscar because the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences 
doesn’t recognize Palestine as a 
nation. ‘ 

Such absurdity is completely in 
tune with the mood of Divine 
Intervention. It’s enough of a shock 
that the film doesn’t present the 
standard images associated with 
Palestine: rock-throwing mobs, 
grief-stricken victims and bomb-rav- 
aged streets and so forth. It’s even 
more surprising that Divine 
Intervention is, at various points, 
very funny. 

Before it establishes its characters 
or its wispy plot, Divine Intervention 
introduces its prevailing mood. The 
residents of Nazareth exist in a sub- 
dued, inertial space informed by 
futility and pettiness. Neighbours 
chuck garbage in each other's yards, 
wave politely while muttering pro- 
fanities under their breath and 
spend the morning toting bottles to 
the roof so they'll have something to 
rain down on unwanted visitors. 


































Through this stultified atmosphere 
loats ES (Suleiman), a Palestinian 
man with a sick father in the h¢ spi 
tal and a beautiful girlfriend who 
ives on the other side of an Israeli 
checkpoint. The couple spend: 
much of their time sitting wordless- 
y in the parking lot beside the 
checkpoint, holding hands and con 
juring fantasies of freedom and 
empowerment. 
In fact, ES does everything word- 
lessly—he doesn’t speak a single 
word through the entire film 
nstead his passive expression and 
dark, sorrowful eyes communicate 
the self-effacement he’s been born 
into as an Arab under Israeli rule. 
tis countenance has also drawn 
comparisons to Buster Keaton and 
Charlie Chaplin and the film’s blend 
of deadpan absurdity and under- 
stated pathos bear out the similarity 
The power of Divine Intervention 
lies in the director's craftiness at 
reducing geopolitical tensions to the 








level of blinkered human folly. You

vals go.

NextFest is the annual festival for young, 
emerging actors, directors, writers, visual 
artists, musicians film/ video makers and mul- 
timedia artists. So yeah, it’s pretty sexy, if 
youth and vigour are any indicators—and 
growing more and more so every year. 

For young artists, there just aren’t many 
venues for professional development outside 
of school. Here, artists as young as high school 
age get the chance to work on projects that are 
executed on a professional level. With the fes- 
tival in its eighth year, the results this training 
ground fosters are becoming evident. 

“Nicole Schaffenacker was first featured as 
an actor, and last year she did a staged read- 
ing and now she has a main stage play- 
[Actor] Aaron Talbot is directing his first play 
this year. And Clinton Carew has worn every 
hat imaginable: as an actor, director, curator, 
musician.” 

Schaffenacker, now 17, started participating 
in the festival when she was 14. 

“They definitely encourage the arts in 
young people; original honest and mature art. 
You don't really experience that in other 
schools and festivals. In the ‘real world’ you 
dor’ t get that encouragement. You have to 
justify it all the time.” 

Her play, Vibrant and Subtle Ways, is fea- 
tured on the main stage after being written at 
the Citadel’s Teens at the Turn playwriting 
workshop.

As wellas being a training ground for new 
artists, it’s also a chance for those who have 
graduated from years of participating to give 
something back. Ottillie Parfitt bs been a part 
of the festival since day one, as an actor and 
director. 

“It’s great! When the festival first started it 
was very small and intimate; I got to see it 
grow froma little bud in [Festival Producer] 
Bradley Moss’ eye.” 

“Tye kind of grown along, with it, it was 
there for me and now they’re hiring me on in 
a mentorship capacity.” 

The high school mentorship program 
allows students to shadow older artists, learn- 
ing how a professional artist goes about exe- 
cuting her project.

Dear Josey, 
Does shaving really make pubic hair 
grow back thicker? If so, are there 
any other hair-removal alternatives 
for guys? 

Pubic Concerns 


Dear Pubic, 
Esthetician Anita Rozinka at Toronto's 
Beresford Clinic warns against shaving 
for any hair removal. Ever. She says 
shaving merely cuts the top portion of 
the hair, leaving the thicker root just 
under the surface of the skin, which 
means re-growth is indeed denser, 
darker—and, trust me, you don’t want 
to have to explain that five o'clock 
shadow to the guys at the gym. 
Rozinka suggests you consider “trim- 
ming” instead, that is, keeping the 
pubes short with clippers or scissors 
(but be careful—ouch!) If you must 






































shave, use plenty of shaving cream 
and a clean razor—dull blades will pull 
the skin along with the hair, irritating it 
further. 

Waxing, on the other hand, pulls the 
entire hair out from the root. With 
waxing, Rozinka says, “new hair has to 
grow up through the skin, and it defi- 
nitely grows more fine each time.” 

But it hurts. So unless your kink is 
wincing, eye-tearing pain, think about 
it: do you really want to yank your 
pubes out this way? 

Not surprisingly, Rozinka says very 
few men come in for pubic hair wax-

ing, and when they do, it’s often at a 
girlfriend’s or wife’s urging. “They 
think their man has too much hair 
there for... well, you know what I’m 
saying.” Furball anyone? 

Still, Rozinka prefers to treat only 
male clients whom she already knows 
and is comfortable with. “Otherwise, 
\'m not going there.” 

If you do decide to go there, be 
warned. Without proper aftercare, 
repeated waxing can cause problems. 
You don't want to use heavy moistur- 
izer afterwards, for instance, as this 
can clog pores and irritate skin. And if 
you exfoliate, be very gentle. “It’s ten- 
der skin down there,” Rozinka says. “| 
recommend Tend-Skin, an alcohol- 
based product that prevents ingrown 
hairs which can cause infections.” 

Other options for men include laser 
hair removal, but that can be costly, as 
it involves several treatments.

Sounds tough, but it is 
the law in a lot of places. 
Ramifications Are Pretty Extreme 


If the law supposes that drunk and/or 
high people can’t consent to sex, RAPE, 
then the law is an ass, an idiot. People 
have sex under the influence ALL THE 
TIME. To say that drunk people can't 
consent to sex is as good as saying that 
virtually everyone on earth is a serial 
rapist and a serial rape victim. 


Let me cut to the chase here—any sex 
a woman doesn’t want to be having is 
rape. As a rape victim, | know what I’m 
talking about. The time a friend pushed 
me to the ground and forced himself on 
me (despite my screams and attempts 
to fight him off) was rape. And so were 
all the times a boyfriend pressured me 
into sex by convincing me he was 
“owed” a blowjob. 

Rape Is Outside The General Rules 

Regarding Real Life 


I'm sorry, RIOTGRRL, but you don’t 
know what you're talking about. We 


can’t go tossing men into prison for the 
sin of not being able to read minds. If a 
woman is having sex she doesn’t want 
to be having, she has to say so. That 
guy who pushed you to the ground? 
Rapist, for sure. The boyfriends who 
guilted you into blowing them? Not 
rapists 


As a licensed clinical social worker 
and certified rape crisis counselor, | 
must tell you that in most states, pres- 
suring someone to have sex is legally 
considered rape. Furthermore, when 
someone is incapacitated due to drugs 
or alcohol, he or she cannot give legal 
consent to sex. 

While it is fucked up when the per- 
son who was enthusiastically fucking 
you the night before wakes up the next 
day and calls you a rapist, the gray- 
and-fuzzy zone we’re arguing is rela- 
tively narrow. I’m talking about your 
typical random hook-up at a bar, party, 
or dorm room. Yes, they may appear 
willing, but YOU ARE TAKING A RISK if 
you regard their slurry “Yesh, | like 
yoooo” as consent. I’m not for champi- 
Oning those who regret their choices 
and cry wolf, but they just may be the 
inevitable crappy side effect of a sys- 
tem that protects people who, while 
intoxicated, cannot protest advances 
with the same zest and vigor as a 
sober person. 

Instead of advising your readership 
that there’s a clear line between what 
is and isn’t rape, you should use your 
power more wisely. Hey, we all like to 
get a little tee-rashed. But if you're 
engaging with someone a) you just met 
and b) you and/or they are ass-stinking 
drunk, then your respective views on 
consent may not align.
